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PETEGORSKY URGES 


RABBIS TO DROP 


‘NEUTRALITY’ ON COMMUNAL AFFAIRS 


CLEVELAND—Rabbis this week were urged to abandon 
the “policy of neutrality or non-identification with controversial 
movements in the Jewish community.” 


Dr. David Petegorsky, executive director of the American 
Jewish Congress, addressing the national convention of the 
Rabbinical Assembly of America, Conservative body, asserted 
that “progress can be achieved only if rabbis, no less than 
others, will support and strengthen those movements which 
are seeking to achieve communal democracy.” 

Without mentioning by name the American Jewish om- 
mittee and the Anti-Defamation League of B’nai B'rith, he 
urged the rabbis to oppose “those who are opposing and have 
continually thwarted such development.” 





Israel Cabinet Minister Escapes 
Injury in Bombing Attempt 


TEL AVIV—Minister of Communications David Z. Pinkas nar- 
rowly escaped serious injury this week when a bomb exploded on 
the doorstep of his home, damaging house and belongings but not 
injuring anyone in the house. This was the second such bombing 


attempt within a week. 

Minister of Police Behor Shi- 
treet is investigating the inci- 
dents, said to be perpetrated by 
car owners who resented the 
Minister's -order that the Sab- 
bath be one of the two days of 
the week during which the use 
of private cars is prohibited in 
the nationwide fuel conservation 
campaign.

US. Rabbinate, Laity Dominated 
By Christian Influence—Charge 


BUFFALO, N. Y.—A picture of American Jewish life in which both the rabbis and laymen have 
succumbed to the “pervasive influence of the dominant” Christian culture, was drawn here by a 
leading Reform rabbi—cultural anthropologist. 

Rabbi Edgar E. Siskin, Glencoe, Ill., who read the second of two papers on an anthropological 
view of Jewish life, told the annual convention of the Central Conference of American Rabbis (Re- 


form) that “Reform Jundaism is 
a classic example of accultura- 
tion.” 

The other paper was presented 
by Rabbi Maurice L. Zigmond, of 
the B'nai B'rith Hillel Founda- 
tion at Harvard University, who 
discussed the influences of other 
cultures on histerical Judaism. 


PROTESTANT PATTERNS 

Rabbi Siskin declared that 
“numerous aspects of Reform 
followed Protestant patterns. 
Temple worship, temple architec- 
ture, temple organization con- 
formed to low church conven- 
tions. The rabbi also took on 
Protestant coloration.

Rabbi Siskin did not exclude 
Conservatism and Orthodoxy 
from his criticism. 

He said the difference between 
the succumbing of these and of 
Reform “is merely one of 
speed.” 


CONSERVATISM IN CRISIS 

“Conservative Judaism,” he 
charged, “is now undergoing its 
crisis with the Sabbath and the 
dietary laws, and is still dodging 
jts perennial specter, the aguna.” 

“Orthodoxy too,” he said, “is 
meeting the requirements of life 
and present experience,” ascrib- 
ing the quotation to Rabbi Eman- 
uel Rackman. 

Asserting that material suc- 
cess has been the dominating 
characteristic of American civil- 
ization, Rabbi Siskin charged 
that the American Jew “quickly 
embraced the ‘quantitative and 
materialistic orientations’ of 
American society.” 

“The American Jew,” he relat- 
ed, “appears to have accepted 
the popular criteria of good and 
evil as easily as he adopted the 
popular notion of good looks. 
His success in the market econo- 
my attests to the former. The 
flourishing state of plastic sur- 
gery in Jewish circles verifies 
the latter.” 

RABBINATE CAUGHT, TOO 

Rabbi Siskin insisted that the 
rabbinate has not escaped the 
breakdown in Jewish values. 

Referring to what some called 
a revival of Judaism, Rabbi Sis- 
kin said the anthropologists had 
a name for it—nativism. 

“Nativism,” he explained, 
“comprehends the reaction of a 
weaker society before the cultur- 
al onslaught of a more powerful 
society. Faced with despair at 
the chances of survival, a con- 
scious effort is organized to pre- 
serve, reestablish and glorify the 
menaced culture. 


‘ATTACK—RESPONSE’ 
“Among rabbis and Jewish ed- 
ucators,” he said, “the emphasis 
on more intensive Jewish living 
in America—‘positive Judaism’ 
—may be a reaction to the ac- 
culterative tide. How many rab- 





bis, seeing the catastrophic drift 
of their congregations toward in- 
difference, have embraced the 
counter-veiling program of Jew: 
ish ceremonialism, Jewish na- 
tionalism, renascent Jewish cul- 
ture? How many, out of this 
Same disenchanted mood, have 
lost patience with goodwill 
movements and Jewish civic de. 
fense agencies? This is revival- 
ism. This is the patterened _ re- 
Sponse of a culture which feels 
itself under attack.” 


Rabbi Zigmond’s paper showed 
that in the Near East, long be. 
fore the “biblical writings were 
begun” there abounded “almost 
every conceivable form of poe: 
try and prose” in which many of 
the stories of the bible were re- 
lated. 


STRIKING PARALLEL 


“From Mesopotamia camé¢ 
stories akin to the tales of the 
first eleven chapters of Genesig, 
From the same area, too, he com 
tinued, “came the admirable hat» 
it of regulating man’s response 
bilities through a series of welk 
ordered statutes. From Egypt 
came a hymn to the Sun’s Diss 
which sounds very much lik® 
Psalm 104, a tale whose plot it 
resistibly recalls the story of 
Joseph and Potiphar’s wife and 
proverbs which have a striking 
parallel in the Biblical Book of 
Proverbs.” 


UGARITS, TOO 

Rabbi Zigmond quoted from 
Meek’s, “Hebrew Origins” to 
show that “socio-political criti- 
cism of contemporary rulers was 
practiced by western Semites as 
far back as the time of Hammur- 
abi.” 

He then referred to Ugarit tab- 
lets which forced scholars to re- 
vise completely their previously 
held ideas about origins of early 
Judaism.. 

Referring to the effects on Ju- 
daism of Zoroastrianism, Rabbi 
Zigmond said they were “pro 
found.” 


HELLENISTIC INFLUENCE 

As for Hellenism, he refuted 
the popular theory that Judah 
the Maccabee had turned back 
the tide of Hellenism stopping its 
encroachment on Jewish culture. 
He pointed to Hanuka itself, a hol- 
iday begun by Judah Maccabkee, 
which, he said, was Hellenistic, 
because Jews did not set up days 
of commemoration. He also told 
of new discoveries of pagan sym- 
bols over graves and houses of 
worship as evidences of Hellen- 
ism’s influence. 

The effects of Christianity and 
Mohammedism on Judaism were 
many and profound, Rabbi Zig: 


mond declared. He scouted the 
belief that during the middie 
ages the ghettos was cut off 


from contact with the non-Jew- 
ish world about it. Intefaction 
between the Jewish and the non 
Jewish community was continu- 
ous and had a real influence on

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Israel Judge OK’s Marriage Not 
Recognized by Religious Ministry 


TEL AVIV—A District Court judge last week tossed back 
to Knesset for handling the sore problem of strictly religious 
vs. civil jurisdiction over marriage. 

Sanctioning a marriage which government registration 
clerks had refused to recognize because it had been _per- 
formed by a rabbi not recognized by the Ministry for Reli- 
gious Affairs as authorized to perform marriages, Judge Bin- 
yamin Cohen ruled that according to Israel law, based on 
religious law, it was not even necessary for a rabbi to per- 
form marriage, since anyone could do so. 

(A marriage may be performed, according to religious 
law, by any Jew fully versed in all the provisions of the laws 
pertaining to marriage, and in the presence of two witnesses). 

Judge Cohen conceded the State Attorney’s argument that 
his decision could create anarchy with regard to marriages, 
with clandestine, bigamous and even forced marriages being 
sanctioned. He declared, however, that it was up to Knesset 
to pass suitable legislation.

American Halutziut 
Is Tragic Failure 


By G. M. COHEN

ative and Orthodox Jewry would 
reject overall control of inter- 
faith work by a Reform body. 
(NJP, Oct. 12, 1951). 


QUESTION DROPPED 
In the controversy which fol- 
lowed publication of the MacIver 
Report, involving some _ still 
smouldering threats by the Amer- 
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ican Jewish Committee and the 
Anti-Defamation League of B'nai 
B'rith, the question of which or- 
ganization should handle inter- 
faith work has temporarily drop- 
ped out of the limelight. 

The next plenum of the NCRAC 
is scheduled to take action on im- 
plementing at least some phases 
of the Report and the SCA re- 
solution was understood to have 
been passed with that fact in 
mind. 

UAHC APPROVES 

Rabbi» Kramer’s reference to 
support for the SCA'’s claims 
from local Jewish community 
councils highlighted the fact that 
the 27 JCC’s which are NCRAC 
members have taken positions in 
favor of thoroughgoing imple- 
mentation of the Maclver Report. 
Their support for the SCA claims 
would be significant if the 
NCRAC does move toward effect- 
ive implementation. 

The Post learned that a leng- 
thy executive session of the SCA 
preceded the meeting at which 
the resolution was adopted and 
that the UAHC, through its presi- 
dent, Dr. Maurice Eisendrath, ap- 
proved the resolution. In so do- 
ing, it was understood, the UAHC

yOU CAN KEEP BROOKLYN BRIDGE-. 
THIS MAN OWNED GRAND CANYON

HOSE WHO have dealt humorously with the subject of the 
T ownership of the Brooklyn Bridge may find the following 
information, based on reliable authority, hard to swallow. 

The Grand Canyon was, for a time, solely 
the property of one Solomon Barth (1842-1928), 
one of the unsung Jewish pioneers in Amer- 
jca’s trek to the West, ‘ 

How did he get it?—in a bona fide trade 
with the Navajo Indians. 

Because Marian Sackler Lamont, a student 
of American history, has taken the trouble to 
trace his path, we see emerging the picture of 
a bold adventurer who made a definite contri- 
pution to the building of the West, and who 
yemained ever loyal to his Jewish heritage. 

In her account in the June Jewish Spectator, we learn that 
Solomon Barth, at 13, came with his uncle to America, joined 
with a group of Mormons in their journey to Salt Lake City (this 
ig 1855) and then crossed the Great Divide to work in another 
uncle’s store in California for three years. 

At 17 he “got himself a freighting team and set out on a hazard- 
ous journey over unfamiliar desert country to Tucson, Arizona,” 
where: desert heat, poor roads and ambush by Indians had to be 
reckoned with. 


AFTER WORKING FOR OTHER JEWISH MEN IN TRADING 
posts in gold-mining towns, Barth persuaded an old friend, Aaron 
Barnett, to do some “real trading” with the Indians. He also under- 
took at the same time to carry the United States Mail through 
“dangerous Apache counry.” 

He became friendly, during the many years of trading with 
them, with the Indian tribes. Mulford Winsor, Director of the De- 
partment of Library and Archives, Phoenix, Arizona, wrote to 
Mrs, Lamont that Barth “was undoubtedly looked upon by (the 
Indians) with great reverence.” 

The January, 1929, Santa Fe Magazine carried the story of 
his ownership of the Grand Canyon, his title to it having been 
recognized by the Navajo tribal chiefs.

When New Yorkers Take Sides in Tel Aviv Milkmen’s Strike

Y¥ THE time this column sees print, the ZOA Con- 
B’ vention will have been over. There is no way by 
which these lines can influence the position the ZOA 
will take on the question of the milkmen’s strike in Tel 
Aviv. If Ezra Shapiro or Abraham Redelheim is elect- 
ed, it means that the he-men Zion- 
jsts of the United States in conven- 
tion assembled, are not on the side 
of the Tel Aviv milkmen. If Irving 
Miller is elected, it means that that 
gelf-same august body if taking 
sides with the milkmen against the 
public. a 

According to an editorial in 
Haaretz, the milkmen are wrong 
and the Government is right in try- 
ing to protect the public, and Mayor 
Rokach is wrong in siding with the milkmen. 

Rokach, the editorial claims, sided with the public 
on the same issue several years ago and lost, but now 
he is merely trying to embarrass the Government. 
And, of course, if Rokach is with the milkmen, Jacques 
Torezyner is with the milkmen. 

There are issues in which the Government fails to 
protect the public because some groups, like the bus 
eo-operatives, have too much influence with the Gov- 
In those cases, it becomes the duty of the

ernment. 


Labor Zionists in America to side with the privileged 
groups against the Israel public. 

In the case of the milkmen, it is the duty of the ZOA 
to side with the privileged group against the Israel 
public. 

This is the idiotic condition in which the Zionist 
movement finds itself today: American citizens are 
called upon to take sides on the question of a milkmen’s 
strike six and seven thousand miles away. That is the 
meaning of the policy of so-called identification by Zion- 
ists in America with definite political parties in Israel. 

The merits of the milkmen’s strike don’t matter. I 
don’t know much about them in Haifa which is much 
nearer than New York, and Irving Miller in Long Is- 
land or Jacques Torezyner in Manhattan know much 
less. 


THE WHOLE ZIONIST MOVEMENT NEEDS 
overhauling. Its institutions are obsolete. They devel- 
oped when there was no State in Israel and when the 
eentre of Jewish life lay in the Russian Empire. Today 
there is a State and Jewish life is centered in Israel and 
in America. The existence of a Jewish Agency Execu- 
tive modeled on a Government no longer makes sense. 
The identification of any large mass organization in 
America with a political party im Israel.no longer 
makes sense. 

The Jewish Agency might have adopted itself to the 


new conditions if it were headed by people who had 
more wisdom and less cleverness. It now looks hope- 
less and Ben-Gurion will probably succeed in gradually 
liquidating the Agency. 

For the Z.O.A. there is still hope. It is a mass 
movement. The outgoing President, Ben Browdy, ap- 
poached his job with basic decency and common sense 
and was a hard worker. But he did not have the quali- 
fications for making any contribution to the solution 
of the basic problem facing the movement: What next? 

It is foolhardy for the ZOA to try to run Israel from 
New York—as the “identification” boys are scheming. 
It is pathetic for the ZOA to try to run a close second— 
and not succeed—to ORT. ~ ° 

Israel’s administration is anything but perfect. It 
has much to learn from American ‘Methods. But not 
the ZOA way. 

I see some Americans in Israel gradually introduc- 
ing improvement in* management and administration. 
Some do it as foreign experts. Others as settlers. Yet 
others as investors. Every one of the men I know has 
his headaches. He runs up against stubborness, vested 
interests, partisan spirit. Some become discouraged 
and leave. Those who stick it out and use tact, in the 
end get somewhere. 

But yeu cannot improve things in Israel from Amer- 
ica by playing politics and adopting resolutions. Or by 
getting mixed up in the Milkmen’s strike in Tel Aviv.

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Laymen’s Institute Hears Rabbi 
Charge ‘Appalling Illiteracy’ 


BALTIMORE—A view of the survival of Judaism 


in America as lying in the ability of 


American Jewry to intensify its creative tradition, was presented here last weekend. 

Eighty Baltimore and Washington lay leaders participated in the discussion of “The Emer- 
ent Pattern of American Jewish Life” at the Weekend Jewish Laymen's Institute June 19-22 at 
Camp Wohelo near here. The Institute was sponsored by three Baltimore and Washington Con- 


servative synagogues, under the 
auspices of the National Fed- 
eration of Jewish Men's Clubs 
and the National Academy for 
Adult Jewish Studies. 

Opening the Institute Thurs- 
day, Rabbi Israe] Goldman, Balti- 
more, former president of the 
Rabbinical Assembly of America 
and until this year director of the 
National Academy, speaking on 
“The Meaning of Tora for the 
Modern Jew,” declared that “the 
creation of a learned Jewish laity 
is still the biggest item of un- 
finished business on the calendar 
of the American Jewish commun- 
ity. 

“The level of Jewish illiteracy 
among grown-up American Jews 
is appalling,” he charged. “To 
many synagogue leaders, the 
synagogue is just another ‘good 
cause,’ like the local Jewish hospi- 
tal, or just another’ secular 
agency like the B'nai Brrith or 
the Zionist district. 

Too much stress, he asserted, 
has been put on philanthropy, 
which is all “output.” “Output of 
money of physical energy. Out- 
put of emotional energy. And 
you cannot carry on for long 
with output only. How about re- 
plenishment? How about intake? 
The intake of inspiration... 
of self-knowledge, ... of self- 
worth, ... of the know how of 
our Jewish Strivings, ... of the 
wherefore of the whole riddle 
of Jewish existence?” 

LEADERSHIP TESTS 

More than just payment of 
dues and regular attendance at 
services, Rabbi Goldman contin- 
ued, “every person affiliated with 
a synagogue should be asked to 
join a study course ...I would 
eall upon and insofar as possible 
require each of our synagogue 
members to join and attend the 
programs of Jewish study made 
available by the congregation. 

“Perhaps the time will soon 
come,” Rabbi Goldman hopefully 
suggested, “when synagogue of- 
ficials will have to meet some 
kind of ‘standard of Jewish lit- 
eracy’ or pass some type of ‘Jew- 
ish literacy test’ before being 
entrusted with synagogue lead- 
ership.” 

RAISON D’ETRE 

Discussing “The Emergent Pat- 
terns of American Jewish life,” 
Rabbi Jacob Agus, Baltimore, 
author and chairman of the Com- 
mittee on the Revitalization of 
the Sabbath of the RAA, declared 
that “while in Israel, the will to 
live of the Jewish people attains 
the fulness of its expression, in 
America, loyalty to the Jewish 
tradition will necessarily become 
the supreme raison d'etre of the 
Jewish community.” 

He continued: “The pattern of 
the Jewish community, then, 
ought to be so designed as to 
serve the purpose of the creative 
tradition of Judaism.” 

Without referring to Dr. Mord- 
ecai Kaplan, Reconstructionist 
leader and chief proponent of 
the concept of the “organic com- 
munity,” Rabbi Agus. explained 
that the future pattern of Amer- 
ican Jewry “means not an or- 
ganic community type of organiz- 
ation, which is based wpon the 
unity of the people or people- 
hood, but a_ tradition-centered 
community, reflecting the variety 
of ideologies within the stream 
of tradition. 

“There is a stratum of unity 
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Pattern for Survival 


within the Jewish tradition and 
a variety of interpretations,” he 
maintained. “Variety is of the 
essence of growth and it must 
not be stifled. Hence, the com- 
munity of the future cannot be 
more than a friendly association 
of movement.” 

Declaring that “only a small 
fraction of the energies of the 
community is now devoted to the 
furtherance of the living tradi- 
tion of Judaism, outside the do- 
mains of the synagogue and the 
Hebrew school,” Rabbi Agus sug- 
gested a three-point program to 
stimulate further American Jew- 
ish creativity. 

He recommended the establish- 
ment of fellowships “for prom- 
ising artists, writers and schol- 
ars, which would enable them to 
devote their talent to Judaism”; 
the establishment of chairs at 
American universities “for the 
teaching of the philosophy of 
modern Judaism”; and abandon- 
ment of the concept of American 
Jewry aS simply a “minority... 
striving to maintain itself against 
the push and pull of ... the gen- 
eral American community,” in fa- 
vor of that of American Jewry as 
a “creative minority, seeking to 
contribute (to the general com- 
munity) the insights of another 
tradition to the building of the 
ideal society.” 

TWO TENDENCIES 

Rabbi Robert Gordis, New 
York, author and former presi- 
dent of the RAA, who followed 
Rabbi Agus in the Friday night 
panel discussion, saw two “basic 
tendencies” in the future of 
American Jewry. 

“On the one hand,” he said, 
“American Jews are being in- 
creasingly integrated into all seg- 
ments of American life 
which must inevitably be ac- 





companied by growth in certain 
quarters of total Jewish assimil- 
ation. 

“On the other hand,” he con- 
tinued, “it is clear that the kind 
of unconscious, automatic Jew- 
ishness which has characterized 
so many American Jews, the Jud- 
aism by inertia which is so com- 
mon today, will become less and 
less evident. 

“Philanthropy and self-defense 
will no longer be able to serve 
as the foundations of Jewish con- 
sciousness in America,” he said, 
basing this on a prediction of the 
“easing of anti-Semitic pressures 
and the progressive reduction of 
the calls of assistance for Jewry 
overseas.” 

“Jews, then, will wish to dis- 
cover the resources which are to 
be found within the Jewish tradi- 
tion for nicher living as human 
beings and as members of their 
people ... will want to know 
why they are Jews and how they 
are to express themselves Jew- 
ishly.” 

INTENSIFY EDUCATION 

Rabbi Gordis concluded: “Obvi- 
ously, the task facing all creative 
forces in American Jewish life 
is to strengthen the positive fac- 
tors for Jewish survival by de- 
monstrating the beauty and value 
of Judaism as a way of life and 
as a world view (through a more 
intensive and effective Jewish 
education, more intensive and 
adequate religious expression and 
the teaching and application of 
humanitarian ideals to personal 
life and the priblems of society. 

“Through these means the im- 
pact of assimilation can be re- 
duced and the vast majority of 
American Jews saved, not merely 
for their people and their tradi- 


. tion, but for their own highest 


personal development.”
